MEMORANDUM 
SUBJECT; Herts Car Rental Credit Card 

Early experience with the aubject credit card arrange- 
ment indicates in some instancea that indiyiduala renting cara are 
making purchaae of gaaoline and, for reimburaement or credit 
purpoaea, not bringing thia to the attention of the rental agency 
attendant. 

Since the International ia paying the quoted ratę, 
which includea gaaoline, on cara ao rented, it would appear 
that an add&tional unneceaaary expenae ia being created by not 
taking credit for gaaoline purchaaea.
